Special Town Meeting 


Explanation Of 
Sewer Costs 

The major sewer project - for 
which a special town meeting may 
be called Aug, 14 - will require 
$879,500 of the town’s money, 

Figures supplied by the town 
manager indicate that the 
municipality’s share of the pro- 
gram is slightly higher than the 
federal government’s, because the 
latter will not pay for land takings, 

The government has offered 
$839,500; the town’s amount is 
some $40,000 higher. 


The total project cost is 
pegged at $1,719,000. 
Betterment assessments, ac- 


cording to the manager, will be 
$4.65 per foot of frontage, at a 
maximum, 

If bids are lower than the es- 
timates, it was pointed out, the 
betterment assessment might be 
less than now stated. By law, 
however, the assessment can not 
be increased once it is established, 

During a discussion of better- 
ment assessments at Monday 
night’s Selectmen's meeting, it was 
explained that the federal partici- 
pation makes it possible to cut the 
normal assessment nearly in half,

In our opinion, there may never be another opportunity 
to obtain over three-quarters of a million dollars — about 
half the cost of the project — and there should be no re-

luctance in accepting it. 


For those who object to accepting federal aid, we point 
out that the town eagerly requested and took state aid in 
the Rogers Brook project. And all manner of federal aid, 
in other areas, is coming into the town all the time. 


We agree with those of conservative mind, that every- 
one should not run to the government for help, whenever 
large projects appear on the horizon. This would be 
specially true if the money could be saved, thus helping 
expenditures 


to reduce national 
level, 


But we know, regardless of economic theory, that the 
grant made to Andover will only be given to some other 
community, if it is rejected here. It does not, in our 
Opinion, appear sensible to refuse the money. 


As far as the sewer project itself is concerned, the 
town, through town meeting, has adopted this specific 
proposal as part of a master plan for sewage. It is a job 
that will be done, over the next decade or more, regardless 


of federal funds.

The usual figure is $9.10 per foot. 

Betterments, according to law, 
may be paid when billed, or they 
will become a lein and appear on 
the tax bills, A property owner 
may take up to 20 years to pay the 
assessment, and will be charged 
four percent interest on the unpaid 
balance, 

If, at some future time the owner 
wishes to pay off the entire re- 
maining amount, this may also be 
done, 

As yet, town officials have not 
compiled the figures which will 
indicate how much money will be 
paid back to the town via better- 
ments, These, when added to the 
federal government’s grant, will 
give a gross figure for income, and 
a net cost to the town can then be 
determined,
